The author of the three important treatises which constitute this work was bom in 
Mexico in 1538, son of a Spanish father and a Mexican mother. The publication, 
commenced by Ramirez, was interrupted after the appearance of Vol. I, by the fall of 
Maximilian, and was only resumed and completed several years later. 

From the nature of the composition, and the writer’s exceptional possession of 
sources of information, closed to others, Fray Diego Duran’s history must take a 
foremost place among books of its kind. It is an indispensable companion to 
Sahagun, Torquemada, and Ixtlilxochiti.

On this account most of the writers upon the subject have 
held them to be of Cairene manufacture, while others have attributed some of 
them to Venetian fabrication. But Mr. Schmoranz has set out and fairly 
established a different theory. For him they are all of Syrian origin and 
were produced in Damascus, Aleppo, or elsewhere in Syria, under the 
teaching or influence of Persian art and Persian art-craftsmen from Irak. 
They were fabricated mostly for princes and nobles of the monarchy that 
united Egypt and Syria, and for general sale amongst the prominent 
personages of rich Egypt. The oldest existing specimens date from the 
beginning of the thirteenth century, and the most flourishing period of 
production was in the fourteenth century. It did not entirely fall off during 
the fifteenth, in which century it died out ; but only few examples of this 
age have remained and they are of inferior type. This serves to confirm the 
author’s theory, for in 1402 Tamerlane carried away to Samarcand all the 
art-craftsmen of Damascus; and from that time onward the decoration of 
glass with coloured enamel on gold seems to have become a perishing art. 
Faience and metal took the place of glass, and glass itself took to new and 
easier modes of decoration, and the difficult but exquisite art which is 
illustrated in this volume passed entirely away.
